ITLER grew great on misery. 

. H While he denounced the harsh 
Treaty of Versailles, lashed 
greed of Jewish capitalists -and the 
treachery of Jewish Communists, 
cried out against the brutal insole- 
ce of negro soldiery on German soil, 
cursed the dump horror of mass un- 
employment, and promised the pro- 
spect of sunlit days—Hitler thrived. 

When the French retired ‘baffled 
from the Ruhr (and later from the 
Rhine), when Liberal and Tory Gov- 
ernments regained the power from 
the Socialists in “Red” Berlin, when 
the mark was stabilised and Ameri- 
can investment poured back gold into 
Gérman industry — Hitler sank.

The world trade. blizzard began to 
blow: And for Hitler it [blew 
nothing but good. His political 
fortunes mounted with the unem- 
ployment roll. - The Communists 
appealed to the workless workmen. 
The Nazis appealed to the workless 
workmen, clerks, insurance agents, 
sales managers, to the ‘bankrupt 
shopkeepers, farmers, business men, 
to the men “too old at 40” and to 
youths redundant at 18.

Germany offers to buy large sup- 
plies of these goods. She will pay 
aski marks, which are good only 
for purchase of German goods in 
return. 


PAYS HIGHER PRICE 

Maybe the Balkan countries don’t 
like to be‘ tied up to buying only 
German goods, so they object to 
the.deal. Germany promptly offers 
to pay higher than the world mar- 
‘ket price. Farmers, eager for an 
opportunity to sell at a high price, 
insist that the deal go through. 
And since peasants in the Balkans 
outnumber everybody else, they 
have to be satisfied. . 

That leaves the Balkan banks 
loaded with aski marks with which 
they can buy only German goods. 
Now if a Balkan importer has been 
used to buying British shoes or 
fabrics or steel, he will be persuad- 
ed instead to’ buy in Germany 
because the banks have to use up 
this German exchange. Thus Britain 
loses a customer. ; 

There has been so much of this 
that the Balkans are loaded with 
aski marks. They can’t spend them 
for anything except German goods. 
And Germany isn’t glways willing 
to sell them what they want. The 
Balkans ‘may want ‘steel building 
materials but Germany . instead 
wants to sell toys and glassware. 
Yugoslavia was compelled to buy 
huge quantities of aspirin, Rumania 
bought thousands of typewriters, 
and.Greece bought mouth organs 
by. the hundred thousand. 


MUNITIONS OBSOLETE 

In an effort to use up more -of 
the growing supply of aski marks, 
many Balkan countries agreed to 
buy German munitions. Now why 
should Germany; engaged mi an 
armament race, sell munitions, 
Simple says the London Economist, 
Germany sells munitions which aye 
growing obsolete for a first class 
power. They still are satisfactory 
for’ smaller countries. 
- Much of this same type of trade 
goes on with South America, Sell- 
ing’ armaments to these ¢ountries is 
an especially good deal for Ger- 
many. -It means that the countries 
which buy armaments from Ger- 
many must contiriue. trading with 
hér, because only Germany can 
supply. spare parts and-ammunition 
for the military equipment, - 
* The London Economist is fearful 
that a tremendous source of mine- 


rals not yet developed in the Bal- 
kan countries will be opened up by 
German money and thus create for 
Germany a huge military asset 
which could not-be cut off. 3 
Some authorities in the commerce 
‘department here, however, suspect 
the estimate of these sources is ex- 
cessive. But whatever develops, 
the Balkans at present are capable 
of supplying 20 per cent of Ger- 
many’s raw material needs and 
there is little doubt that their ability 
will be swelled rapidly under Ger- 
man guidance and trade pressure,

8-Weeks Lawn Tennis 
‘Rule Rejected 


The advocates of the  eight-weeks 
expenses rule for players, endorsed 
by the International Federation and 
valid in virtually -every country 
abroad, were defeated at the annual 
mecting ‘of the Lawn Tennis  As- 
sociation in London yesterday. £ 

Of the attending delegates 78 voted 
for and 72 against the reform. When 
the proxy votes were ‘subsequently 
counted there was an adverse majority 
of 65 votes. The votes in favour 
were 439, those against 374. A two- 
thirds majority had been necessary. : 

Nearly ‘every speaker admitted 
there were pros and cons; it was a 
question over -which consciences clash- 
ed and evolution was at variance with 
tradition. Sir Samuel Hoare, . the 
president, who was re-elected for his 
seventh year, opened the meeting by 
emphasising the division of opinion 
and giving a summary of the argu- 
ments both in favour and against. He 
said that at’a recent council meeting 
the voting had been exactly level and 
he himself had given a casting vote. 

Introducing jhis motion that the 
should come into line with 
other countries, Mr. F. T. Stowe, the 
Middlesex County captain, declared 
that the “eight weeks” rule would 


have a cleansing effect and remove | | 


the dangers of subterfuge which were - 
inimeial to the game’s best interests. 
Amid much laughter: he drew an 
imaginary picture of the prodigal son 
committing every conceivable sin, in- 
cluding the cashing of his prize vou- 
chers, returning to the office of the 
L.T.A, and there receiving fine rai- 
ment and a free racket from the se- 
cretary. . : : 
With other Biblical allusions a sly 
suggestion that the president of the 
Association was legislating for lawn 
tennis players when he introduced his 
prison reform bill, Mr. Stowe pleaded 
for a more enlightened policy towards 
the young and impecunious player. 
Myr. Wallis Myers, speaking not in 
his capacity.as chairman of the In- 
ternational Club, but as the delegate ° 
of a club with 15,000 members, pre- 
sented the view of the average man 
outside the Council Chamber. He 
did not think the “eight weeks” rule 
was the ideal solution of a. thorny 
problem, but equity and common sense 


‘| would be served by its passage, and . 


amateurism, which they were all out . 
to defend, would be strengthened by 
accepting a rule that, like the rules of 
the game itself, was common to all 
countries. ; : : 
He acknowledged that Wimbledon 
was, as-an official tournament, in a 
‘privileged position, but if Wimbledon, 
like the King, could do, no wrong, it 
had obligations, as the headquarters 
of the game, to its numerous satellites. : 
It was anomalous for a provincial 
tournament committee, following the 
precedent of Wimbledon, to receive the 
entries of foreign competitors and to 
contribute to their maintenance dur- 
ing the tournament, while, according 
to the present interpretation of the. 
amateur rule by the Association, they 
would be, penalised if. they offered the 
same hospitality to a British player. 
The distinction had the effect of: 
alienating the home player from the 
governing body, while placing too 
heavy a strain on. the consciences of 
competitors and executives, : 
Mr. E. R. Avory was in favour of 
the rule’s adoption and its rigid en- 
The present position, he 
thought, was enervating to the ' game. 
Mr, F. C, Lohden, 2 Vice-President, 
recalled that the British deputation to 
Paris five years ago had supported the 
International Iederation when_ it 
adopted the “eight weeks.” They 
were in fact, the sponsors of the rule. 
Sir Samuel Hoare, having a political 
engagement in the country, was obli; ed 
to vacate the chair before the dis- 
cussion ended, giving up his. seat to 
Mr, P. H. Stevens, the chairman. Had: 
he remained he would have found that . 
the hidden power of the proxy vote 
had been well organised, and that 
councillors, adverse to any change had 
done good spade work in their own 
constituencies before the meeting.

The English cricket professionals who are coaching in. 


South Africa, and have a-good knowledge of South African condi- 
tions. agree in thinking that England will win, but that they. will - 
have to fight hard. Experienced: South | Africans arrive at more 


or less the same conclusion. 


The following interviews have 
been obtained :— 

J. Newman (Hampshire), Soho is 
coaching. in Capetown, and who has 
coached in South Africa for 
years; “The English team is about 
as strong as it can be at _. present. 
South Africa will be tested to the 
uttermost, but I think they will do 
very well.” 

W. Cornford (Sussex), who has a 
coaching engagement with the Wan- 
derers Club, Johannesburg: “I think 
the English team should win the rub- 
ber, because they have a ready-made 
side from the Australian tour, but, 
mind you, ‘we have some very good 
bats in this country, and , they will 
give England a good run.’ 

Leslie Townsend eis): who 
is coaching at the Christian Brothers 
College,, Kimberley: “While condi- 
tions may alter. matters, I can’t see 
the English side losing. The batting 
of South ‘Africa is ‘sound, and Bruce 
Mitchell and’ Dudley’ Nourse can lay 
a foundation that would send ~ the 
score into the 400’s—a figure at which 
I estimate the English side will total 
in any of the Tests. On account of 
their greater. experience, however, 
the Englishmen have the ‘advantage 
and with an opening pair like Hutton 
and Edrich they will get’ a flying 
start.”
